Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention generally discloses a method of controlling access to a service over a 
network, including the steps of automatically identifying a service user and acquiring 
user information, thereby to control the access. However, the prior arts of record fail to 
teach, singly or in combination, a method of controlling access of a user to a service, 
the method comprising: obtaining a first, transient identifier associated with a 
communication session of said user over an anonymous network; obtaining a second 
identifier associated with persistent real-world information of said user from a network 
access provider (NAP) through which said user is connected to said service, said 
second identifier associated with said first identifier at said NAP; and controlling access 
based on said second identifier; a method for providing a telephone call identifier, the 
method comprising: obtaining by a network device an identifier associated with a 
telephone line accessing a data network; and sending said identifier to be associated 
with a telephone call to a terminating telephone network.
